DELEGATION OF POWERS 

No. WakC/2,42/87/96.-1, A. A. Sidiqui, IPS, Adminis¬ 

trator, Punjab Wakf Board, AmbaTn Cantt. in exercise of 
powers conferred on me under section 27 of the Wakf Act, 
1995 and all enabling powers in this behalf delegate the fol¬ 
lowing powers of the Board to all its Estate Officers with 
immediate effect. 


1. To institute suits for permanent injunction In emergent 
cuiy.-s, to engage counsel, to sign and varily pleading* of such 
cases. Hie applications under order 39 Rule 1 & 2 CPC, to 
swear and verify affidavits. But if there is some time to 
obtain the permission, they will endeavour to obtain the per¬ 
mission and this power must be exercised in emergent circum¬ 
stances only. But they will report the mirier in the Head 
Office and obtain permission to persue the case and get the 
act ratified. 

2. To sign and verify the pleadings, to sign and move the 
execution applications, restoration applications, ex-parte set 
ting aside applications, the same having been approved by 
the Head Office of the Punjab Wakf Board and to engage 
Counxei and to execute Vakalatnamn in favour of the Coun¬ 
sel! of the Board. 

3. To institute and sign the applications before any autho¬ 
rity, Court or Gram Panchayat regarding revenue cases, 
engage counsel and execute VaJcnlatnama for that purpose. 

4. To lodge F.f.R. with the police in which criminal action 
is required to bo taken or in case of apprehension of tresspass 
on Wakf propertyj/land. 

5. To appear in appeals/revisions Laind Acquisition pro¬ 
ceedings and other miscellaneous proceedings pending before 
any court and authority on behalf of or against the Board 
and to give a statement on oath or otherwise being instructed 
by the Head Office in that bcha'f and to do all acts neces¬ 
sary for the prosecution/defence of the said proceedings. 

6. To attest copies from the original record in the manner 
provided in section 76 of the Indian Evidence Act, 1872 (1 
of 1872) for filing the same in the court relating to any 
suit, application, appeal, revision, execution, writ or any 
other executive or judicial-proceedings. This power shall be 
exercised by the Estate Officers only for the purpose of fil¬ 
ing in the cases in which Board is a Party and for the bene¬ 
fit of the Board, but they will not issue any copy to any other 
person. 

7. To lake possession or effect recovery in execution pro¬ 
ceedings, 

8. To receive A/ c payee- vouchers from court or any other 
authority on behalf of Board with prior permission of tho 
Head Office. Bur such powers will not include the power to 
comprise any proceedings or withdraw any case without 
obtaining the permission from the Head Ctflcc earlier stating 
the reasons/grounds of compromise therein. 

The above delegation of powers are in lieu of and in super¬ 
session of the powers delegated to the Estate Office™ on 
18-4-1989 vide Notification No, Wakf 2(42) / R7/89.
